What Section 4 Says 
T hey have been banging away 
at Section 4, which 
specifically 
applies to the protection of voting 
rights. This section says:

righto are violated — say by a 
Southern reg istrar of voters who 
won’t let a Negro register — the 
attorney general can step in and 
ask a federal Judge for an order 
telling the reg istrar to atop 
If ha disobeys then he can be 
brought into court, tried for con­ 
tem pt by the judge w ithout a jury 
trial, and jailed. Southerners pro­ 
te s t at the thought of anyone in 
sucn a situation being tiled with­ 
out a Jury. 
Reasons For Jury Trial 
The 
Elsenhower 
adm inistration 
and the bill’s supporters In Con­ 
gress argue for trial 
by judge 
w ithout a Jury, in a case like that 
and for these reasons: 
I t’* faster. It could stop a vot­ 
ing right violation while it w’as 
still happening instead of w aiting 
until 
It 
w as 
all 
finished. 
For 
exam ple: 
If

registrar 
disobeyed

judge’s order he could be tried 
and

thus m aking It passible for the 
N egro to vote. If a Jury trial was 
held, it m ight not take place until 
a fte r the election. 
M Laws On Books 
T hese added reasons for trial by 
.udge are given: 
It’s questionable—if a reg istrar 
reflects the attitude of his towns­ 
people in keeping a Negro aw ay 
Horn the polls—th at his neighbors 
on the Jury would convict him 
F u rth er, 
there are 8 laws on 
the books under which a judge by 
him self can try persons for con­ 
tem p t 
of 
his 
orders 
and, 
the 
reasoning goes, a Judge ought to 
be able to back up his orders w’lth 
action and punishm ent. 
I t’s possible the Southerners— 
if they ca n ’t destroy the whole 
bill—will get Section 4 toned dow’n 
by an am endm ent providing for 
trial by Jury instead of by judge 
Does thia m ean a total lo6s for 
N egroes? Not if looked a t realis­ 
tically. 
What Woald Happen 
This is w hat would happen if 
the am ended Section 4 still let the 
attorney general step in to get a 
court 
order 
even 
though 
dis­ 
obedience 
wound up 
in 
a 
jury 
rial. 
The disobedient individual would 
be called into court and presented 
with the com plaints or evidence 
of his disobedience in the form of 
affidavits from those whose voting 
rights he had continued to violate. 
T hese would at once becom e a 
m a tte r of public record, as would 
the testim ony at the subsequent 
jury tria l 
To the extent th a t this disclosure 
had a psychological effect on a 
Southern com m unity, by draw ing 
national attention to its attitude 
and activities, the N egroes would 
stand to gain som ething, it m ight 
have a deterring effect.
